Flour was available only 
twice a year, ioe. , before the i May and 7 Novsniber holidaySo 
Cabbage was another dietary staple. Food was usually too expensive 
to be, available in sufficient quantity to the oommon worker. White 
bread, or mixed white and black breeds ^ and margarine could be bought 
but were prioed too high. 

23* Available vegetables were white cabbage, beets, onions, carrots, 
and potatoes. Moscow always bad a very much greater supply and 
seleotion of vegeiables than were available in Fryazino. ,

This consisted of a settling tower and a settling pond for sewage 
from the stone houses, most of which vhad inside toilets. The un- 
treated waste water from the settling pond flowed off into a small 
brook. The Finnish houses and some of the stone houses had out- 
door latrines, and disposal was the responsibility of the occupants. 
Occasionally human excreta was used' as fertiliser for private gardens. 
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
